States supreme court Monday handed 
down a decision by the terms of which 
the beef trust is held to be a combina- 
tion in restraint

of the law, was made permanent. The 
supreme court slightly modified . the 
original order of the circuit court by 
striking out a generalization which, 
according to the higher tribunal, put 
the whole conduct of the defendants 
business in .peril of a summons for 
contempt. -The supreme court thus ex- 
pends, protection to the legitimate and 
lawful practices of the trust and its 
constituent properties.

Returning to the question of foods and 


the various food compositions, the sub- 
ject will .be treated in, perhaps, a little 
more toch'nical mariner than "Has 'been: 
my. custom heretofore-','when "aiscussiri£" 
such subjects. 
The reason I now treat 


the matter in a more scientific manner 
is that I believe that most of you have 
so'far advanced in the study'of'dietetics 
and 'hygiene- that you will gladly' go 
more deeply into the physiological and 
chemical action of certain food' prod- 
ucts. 


•For instance, by a careful chemical 


analysis of the materials 
which 
are 


found best to agree with a human being, 
it Is found that the average dally ration 
of an adult should contain elements 
about as follows: 


Water, fl*e and a half pounds; albu- 


minoids, foii'r ounces; starch, sugar, etc., 
11 ounces.; fats, three ounces; common 
lalt, 325 grains; 
phosphates, potash, 


salts, etc.. 170 grains. 


Thus we find by a slight calculation 


that the daily average amount of food 
required Is a little less than 
seven 


pounds, or, by actual weight, and get-' 
ting even more exact than the previous 


• figures, six pounds', 13 ounces, and T2S 
grains. 
And of this amount only one 


pound four ounces ' and 225 grains is 
actual dry food substance, th'e balance 
of over five and a hall' pounds being 
water. 
As a matter of fact! however, 


•in actual practice, the'amount of dry 
food subs'tance will exceed the' amount 
estimated by a few ounces, as in' the 
preparation of our foods there is always 
a portion that is not included in the 
elements named. In. a mixed diet of 
fruits, nuts, vegetables and meats there. 
Is always more or less fibrous material, 
called cellulose1-and lignose.'in propor- 
tions of the plants upon which we de- 
pend largely for food. There is also in 
most foods of this nature coloring mat- 
'ter, which has, of course, little or no 
food value.. 


Even in aniniaPfood there, are con- 


nective tissues, membranous and gel- 
atine present, but these things are not 
necessarily ta.k«n into consideration 
when estimating the essentials of our 
daily supplv.. So then, in order to sup- 
ply the necessary elements for a day's 
ration, ictus consider such foods as may 
be readily obtained in most homes, and 
weigh out the proper amount, and it Is 
found to be about as follows:

I have enumerated, bacon, beer,, tea and 
coffee, that I in.any.-way approve ...of 
these articles, but merely that..I find 
these articles, mentioned in nearly all 
the. dletari.es> of European-,^experiments, 
and. many of the. American, as 'veil. 
My own experiments go to prove that 
the first two articles are more of detri- 
ment, than benefit, and I can also say 
the same- of tea and coffee. 


Almond- nuts : supply a better and 


cheaper heat and fat producing sub- 
stance than bacon; and pure water, 
fruit juices and milk are a more health- 
ful and wholesome, as well as palatable, 
drink than tea, coffee or beer.'

Jf th'e 
hands are naturally hard and inclined 
to chap whenever exposed to the wind, 
rinse the soap oft with good strong 
vinegar, a.s-strong as you can set, and 
dry before the flre. '. Then apply 
the 


glycerine ana witch hazel. 


This will make the skin of the hands 


soft and pliable. I am speaking from 
personal experience, as I have huske_ 
many a wagon load of corn; when th 
early .morning frosts would make m 
hands chap'and bleed.
